Many predict that the fight between the 
present candidates will continue for sevy- 
eral days without result and then a dark 
horse, in Stevenson, Teller or some other 
man whose name had not up to that time 
been formally presented, will be nomi- 
nated. 

Today Senators DuBois and Pettigrew 
and Congressmen Towne and Hartman, 
representing the bolting republicans from 
St. Louis, and the populists have been 
speaking to all the delegations in favor of 
Teller.

Friends of Silver Must Find a FPresi- 
dential Candidate in Thorough 
Accord with Their Views. 


—_——_ 


Chicago, July 6-Captain FE. P. Howell, 
of The Atlanta Constitution, who has 
been selected as the member from Georgia 
on the contmittee on resolutions, discussing 
the general situation this morning, said: 
“The silver democrats have determined to 
control the temporary organization of the 
convention. If a majority of the national 
committee recommends a man whom the 
silver men do not want or trust they will 
recommend to the majority a man the 
silver men desire and then both reports 
will be sumitted to the convention and the 
silver delegates will vote for the minority 
report and they expect to organize the 
convention. I think Senator Harris will 
be permanent chairman, and Mr. Towle, of 
Missouri, will be secretary.” 

When asked what he thought would be 
done with respect to the tariff question, 
Mr. Howell replied that he thought the 
proper thing for this convention to do was 
to readopt the tariff plank of 1884. 

‘The substance of that plank,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘was that we shouid have tariff 
sufficient to meet the needs of the govern- 
ment, economically administered, and so as 
to protect the industries of this country 
against the pauper labor of Europe. The 
tariff of 1884 is the best platform the dem- 
ocratic party has had since the war, and 
every fair-minded mran is in favor of that 
kind of a tariff. 

“As to Cuba, there is some difference of 
opinion whether we ought to say any- 
thing about it or not. The prevailing sen- 
timent is that a declaration in favor of 
Cuba will prevail. I think whatever is 
said will be very pronounced. There is no 
issue upon that. The declaration will be 
just in line of the democratic party in the 
time of President Monroe. 

“Of the candidates, nobody can tell any- 
thing. The situation is just as badly 
mixed as it was two weeks ago. There is 
a great deal of dissension between the 
friends of those here now, each claiming 
that the other candidate cannot carry the 
country. It is our duty to find a man 
who can carry the election and enforce the 
principles for which we will declare.” 

Nothwithstar.ding the instrtictions of the 
Mississippi state democrfitic convention 
the name of Senator E. C. Walthall will 
not be presented to the national conven- 
tion for the nomination for president. Sen- 
ator-elect Money said his colleague rec- 
ognized the fact that the candidate would 
not be taken from the south and was per- 
fectly well satisfied with the honor con- 
ferred upon him by the action of the state 
convention. With that he would let the 
matter rest. 

The Virginia delegation, at Senator Dan- 
iel’s request, have decided not to present 
his name as a candidate. 


SELECTION OF HILL 
CAUSING TROUBLE. 
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CONSERVATIVE SPIRIT SEEMS TO 


Measure Forces on the Tem- 
porary Chairrhanship. 


Chicago, July 6.—Senator Hill's expressed 
desire is to be gratified. The first fight 
between the silver and “sound money” 
forces will occur on the question of the 
temporary organization of the convention 
when Chairman Harrity calls it to order 
at noon tomorrow. According to present 
appearances the prayer is about the only 
part of the preliminary proceedings which 
is likely to pass unchallenged. In no previ- 
ous great national convention has the 
recommeéndation of the duly chosen 


national committee in regard to a tem- 
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porary presiding officer been antagonized 
by a minority report and a demand for a 
vote, but the present gathering is an ex- 
ceptional one and is likely to break in 
upon precedents in more respects than 
one, 

By a vote of 27 to 23 the majority of the 
national committee today decided to 
recommend Senator David B. Hill as tem- 
porary chairman of the convention. 

A Minority Report. 

Mr. C. S. Thomas, of Colorado, gave no- 
tice that a minority report would be pre- 
sented recommending the selection of 
Senator John W. Daniel, of Virginia, and 
that the convention would be asked to 
make a choice between the two nomina- 
tions. It is a curious fact that at the last 
democratic convention held in this same 
city, during that memorable all-night ses- 
Sion which pesulted in the nomination of 
Grover Cleveland, Senator Daniel with 
dauntless courage faced for over an hour 
a hostile, howling audience, as the especial 
champion of Senator Hill, the man who by 
the irony of politics he is now antagonizing. 
The method of proceeding tomorrow will 
probably be as follows: When Chairman 
Harrity calls the convention to order as 
the representative of the national commit- 
tee and recommends the selection of Sena- 
tor Hill as temporary chairman a minority 
member of the national committee will 
offer a substitute naming Senator Daniel. 
Under all forms of parliamentary law a 
substitute must first be voted upon end 
the only open question in this case seems 
to be whether or not Mr. Harrity will 
recognize one of his silver associates for 
the purpose of offering this substitute, the 
convention not having been organized and 
no roll of delegates having been passed 
upon. The silver men claim that the 
chairman’s act in recommending a tem- 
porary chairman for the approval of the 
convention is an admission that the con- 
vention is qualified to act upon it. If this 
be true in the one case, they assert that 
it must be so in the case of the substitute. 
Should Mr. Harrity refuse to put the mo- 
tion for the adoption of the substitute 
some silver member of the national com- 
mittee on the platform will put the ques- 
tion himself and the first skirmish be- 
tween the gold and the silver factions will 
be precipitated. 

“TIT krow very little about the par'iamen- 
tary status of this matter,” said Senator 
Tillman tonight, “but I do claim to be 
possessed of a little common sense. I know 
that Senator Daniel will be the temporary 
chairman of this convention, and that he 
will make the speech. If the go'd men 
think that their 300 votes form the majority 
of this convention, just let them try it. 
The silver men are running this affafr, and 
they propose to run it after their own 
fashion. If the gold men do not like it, 
let them bolt. I hope they will.” 

During the early hours of the day a con- 
servative spirit seemed to pervade the more 
radical of the silver men, and the desire 
was expressed by many to avoid, if possi- 
ble, a clash in the convention. 

The conclusion of the committee to recom- 
mend the selection uf Senatcr Hill has 
caused a sudden drop in this conservatism, 
and the feeling between the two factions 
of the party now seems to be more bitter 
than before, if such a condition be possible. 

As to the probable choice of a presidential 
candidate to represent the free silver plat- 
form, the day’s developments have brought 
no marked change in the situation. Mr. 
Bland’s friends are doing most of the 
claiming and shouting. Efforts to get the 
silver men to caucus on the nominations in 
advance of the meeting of the convention 
continue to meet with failure, some of the 
prominent silver leaders declaring their 
fears that the result of such a caucus would 
be to create dissensions in their ranks and 
aid the ‘‘goldbugs’’ in their efforts to dig- 
organize them.

Chicago, July 6.—The event of the even- 
ing was a conference of silver men at the 
Sherman house with the view of determin- 
ing upon a line of procedure to defeat the 
national committee in the event that it 
sought to prevent the name of a silver man 
being presented in tomorrow’s convention 

as temporary chairman. 

The conference was called for 9 o’clock 
and was to consist of one member from 
each state having a silver delegation or 
silver representative. The members were 
slow in arriving and ‘‘whips’’ were sent 
out. It was explained to those who hesi- 
tated that there was but one set purpose 
before the conference—to outwit the 
nafional committee and that the subject 
of candidates would not be touched upon.

ROUSS WITHDRAWS 
THE CONDITIONS. 


WILL DONATE $100,000 TO THE 
BATTLE ABBEY. 


Allows the Committee To Select a Site 
and Control the Memorial—The 
Meeting Yesterday. 


New York, July 6.—(Special.)—The spe- 
cial committee of four appointed by Gen- 
eral Jackson, of the board of trusfees, 
and nineteen representatives of the south- 
ern states who were selected at the Con- 
federate Veterans’ runion in Richmond 
last week, conferred with Charles Broad- 
way Rouss today relative to his proposi- 
tion to donate $500,000 for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable memorial to the con- 


federate dead. 

The special committee comprised of Gen- 
eral W. Ii. Jackson, of Tennessee, chair- 
man; Dr. Tague, of South Carolina, secre- 
tary; General George L, Johnson, of Ala- 
bama, and General Briggs, of Kentucky. 

Mr. Rouss’s original proposition was that 
he would donate the sum mentioned pro- 
viding the memorial was erected in W ash- 
ington and controlled by a committee 
which he himself would designate. 

The committee argued that it was the 
sentiment of those interested that under 
no circumstances could they allow the 
memorial to be constructed at Washington 
or any other place north of Mason and 
Dixon's line. 

When the committee met Mr. Rouss by 
appointment each made a brief speech and 
in eloquent language on behalf of the vet- 
erans of the late confederacy, expressed 
their sincere appreciation for his great 
liberality and offer of a donation for the 
memorial and conveyed to him universal 
heartfelt sentiments of the southern vet- 
erans. 

They objected to the me- 
morial being constructed in Washington, 
whereupon Mr. Rouss generously with- 
drew the conditions originally made and 
left the selection of a suitable site, as well 
as the control of the memorial, to the 
committee and agreed to donate $100,000 in 
aid of the memorial. 

This was agreeable to the special com- 
mittee and they adjourned. 

The meeting was held in Mr. Rouss’s 
office. General Jackson, who is temporary 
chairman of the board of trustees, will 
call them together at Chattanooga August 
17th, by which time it is proposed to pro- 
cure a charter and incorporate an or- 
ganization under the laws of the state of 
Alabama. Several places are in view, but 
the committeemen were non-committal. 

The committee were entertained at din- 
ner by Mr. Rouss this afternoon.

They have 
their individtal rights and those who ad- 
minister the law must protect them 
Scenes have been enacted during the past 
week which should never have occurred 
These men who have become victims of 
your hate have rights under the taws.”’

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A SUDDEN DEATH. 
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Frank Langdon Dies at a Montgomery 
Boarding House. 
Montgomery, Ala., July 6.—(Spectal.)— 
Frank Langdon, a horse trader who came 
to this city about six months ago from 
Cincinnati, died suddenly at his boarding 
house here last night. He went out driv- 
ing with his wife yesterday afternoon, re- 
turning shortly after dark. Some time 
after coming in he told his wife that he 
was not feeling well and would go to his 
room to lie down. She asked if she could 
do anything for him, to which he replied 
no, and went into the house, saying that 
he would probably be all right in a few 
minutes. Shortly afterwards his wife went 
into the room and found him lying across 
the bed dead. The doctors attribute his 
death to appoplexy.

AN INTERESTING LETTER.

J. S. Craig, of Florida, Writes That a 
Convict Serving a Life Sentence 
Is Innocent of the Charge. 


, 

An interesting letter has been received 
by Governor Atkinson in which the asser- 
tion is made that an innocent man has long 
been in the penitentiary under a life sen- 
tence while the guilty party has never been 
captured. 

The letter was written by Mr. J. S. Craig, 
of Florida, and is as follows: ° 

“Alva, Lee County, Florida, June 26, 1896. 
—To His Excellency, the Governor of Geor- 
gia. Sir: There is a man living near me 
by the name of Carson who says he knows 
a man by the name of Bill Gany, or that 
was the name he went by, who told said 
Carson that he killed a man in Georgia, 
and that another man was suspected of 
the crime, arrested, tried, found guilty and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life. Car- 
son does not remember the name of the 
party that was murdered or that of the 
man charged with committing the crime. 
He says he thinks it all occurred in Pas- 
co county, Georgia. He says he will, if 
necessary, make affidavit that Gany told 
him what is here stated. Gany also said 
he shot the man three or four times with 
a forty-five winchester rifle. I communi- 
cate these facts to you so that if the man 
who was wrongfully found guilty and de- 
prived of his liberty is still alive you may 
take steps to see that his wrongs are 
righted as far as possible at this late day. 
J understand that Gany is dead, but am 
not certain. If you want Carson’s affidavit 
and will write me I will have it made and 
forward it to you, or if I can be of any 
service to you in any connection with this 
case, I am at your command. Respectfully 
your obedient servant, J. 8. CRAIG.” 

Governor Atkinson will make an investi- 
gation of the matter and it is probable 
something may be discovered that would 
throw some light upon the murder. 

There is no Pasco county in the state, 
but it is thought. Mr. Craig simply made 
a mistake in the name of the county.

A Negro Just from the Gang May Be 
Sent Back. 

Dalton, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)—Gus Gud- 
ger, a notoriously bad negro, who not long 
since served a term in the chaingang for 
killing @ negro here, has again got into 
another serious trouble. Sunday afternoon 
he assaulted another negro named John 
Stewart. At night he again met Stewart 
with a girl on the way to church. A quar- 
rel ensued and both began firing. Gudger 
got one wound in the breast and ran away.

The Preliminary Features. 

In the midst of the hurly-burly at Chi- 
cago it is natural that the preliminary 
reports of the newspaper correspondents 
should partake of the apparent confus- 
ion that attends the movements of a 
vast assembly of men preparing to set- 
tle’ down to business. At first every- 
thing seems to be in disorder; there is a 
great stir and running about, a move- 
ment hither and yonder and an appear- 
ance of extreme uncertainty; and yet, 
when all the movement and stir are 
measured and calculated by the expe- 
rienced eye, they are found to tend re- 
sistlessly in one common direction. 

Those of the correspondents who have 
made it a business to report great polit- 
ical conventions and who have become 
used to these preliminary and restless 
movements that mark even the most or- 
dinary gatherings that do business for 
a great party, are struck by the extra- 
ordinary stir that prevailed in Chicago 
as early as Sunday. They refer to it for 
the purpose of emphasizing such spec- 
tacular features as pertain to it; but in 
the reports of the old stagers is to be 
found an under-current of suggestion 
that makes the apparent confusion really 
Significant to unity. 

This manifestation grows out of the 
fact that this convention is the only 
political gathering since the war that 
represents the masses of the people bent 
on promoting a great principle and on 
formulating a paramount issue. The 
agents of the money power, sent from 
the neighborhood of Wall street and 
bearing commissions from heads of gold 
syndicates and capitalistic combinations, 
have not been able thus far to inject a 
single note of discord among the great 
body of men who have gone to Chicago, 
representing the will and the purposes 
of the toiling masses of this country. 

The Whitney invasion which was in- 
tended to be an imposing affair, repre- 
senting as it does the association of the 
elements that are reaping all the bene- 


‘fits of the contracted condition of our 


country and that accrue from the 200- 
cent dollar, was as coolly received as if 
it had ventured into the refrigerator of 
a pork-packing establishment. Where- 
upon Mr. Whitney’s aides and followers 
proceeded to furl their banners and to 
hide away the processional paraphena- 
lia with which they hoped to capture the 
eye, if not. the understanding, of the 
convention delegates. When Mr. Har- 
rity approached Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, the democratic leader, to present 
the demands of the gold standardists, 
the message he carriéd back was—‘Tell 
Hill and Whitney to wade in and find 
out how deep the water is.” Since that 
time the gold standard men have been 
engaged in making speeches to one an- 
other in the hope of convincing them- 
selves that their-arguments are “sound.” 

Meanwhile there is a tendency and a 
desire on the part of the element 
that .will control the convention to get 
through with the business of the con- 
vention as quickly as possible so as to 
take advantage of the eagerness of the 
delegates to carry out their instructions 
and discharge their obligations to the 
people who selected them. Prompt ac- 
tion will bear the promptest and. most 
satisfactory fruits, and this the dele- 
gates seem to understand. 

‘One of the most noteworthy features 
of the gathering is the fact that. so far 
as candidates are concerned. there is no 
settled preference. The delegates are

A Gallant Son of Georgia. 

The death of General P. M. B. Young 
will cause intense sorrow among his 
countless friends and admirers in all 
parts of the land. 

While the death of one so distinguish- 
ed in public life as General Young is a 
blow to the entire nation, it falls with 
double severity upon the state of Geor- 
gia. 

General Young was a resident of Geor- 
He illustrated 
Georgia on the battlefield, in the halls 
of congress and in eminent diplomatic 
position. Possessed of genial and at- 
tractive qualities, General Young com- 
bined the graces of the cavalier with the 
sterner characteristics of the soldier. 
For this reason his talents were well 
suited for diplomacy and the able man- 
ner in which he represented this country 
in Central America made him conspicu- 
ous as one of the leading ambassadors 
of the United States. 

General Young was a man of. bril- 
liant courage, a man who had achieved 
eminent success in the arts of peace as 
well as of war, a manly man; and the 
news of his death brings sincere sorrow 
to the hearts of thousands of friends 
here in Georgia who knew him best and 
loved him most. 
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Brighter Days for Ireland. 

About two years ago a royal commis- 
sion was appointed to inquire into the 
financial relations existing between 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

The circumstances leading up to the 
appointment of this commission in- 
volve a short review of English history 
for the last one hundred years. Toward 
the close of the last century the English 
manufacturers became jealous of the 
rapid strides which Ireland was making 
and plainly foresaw that unless some- 
thing was done to check the growth of 
Irish industries that disaster would sure- 
ly overtake their own. In order to pre- 
vent this result England adopted meas- 
ures which not only destroyed the Irish 
parliament but which effectually crip; 
pled the industries of that country and 
made it impossible for them to success- 
fully cope with England. The sum of 
$15,000,000 was expended as bribe money 
for the purpose of buying up the leaders 
of Irish sentiment, and this sum was 
cruelly extorted from the pockets of the 
people by a most oppressive system of 
taxation. 

At the time of the political union 
which was formed between Ireland and 
England the public debt of Ireland was 
28,000,000 pounds. In 1816, by reason of 
the increased taxation which England 
imposed upon that country for the pur- 
pose of carrying out her arbitrary meas- 
ures, this debt had climbed up to 112,- 
000,000 pounds. Instead of protecting 
Ireland, as ficticiously urged by England 
merely for the sake of hiding her secret 
motive, the union has entailed great 


, hardships upon England and has been 


a curse instead of a blessing. 

On account of the gross legislative in- 
justice of which Ireland has been the 
victim for the last sixty or seventy-five 
years, the population of the island has 
steadily decreased while business and 
manufacturing have also declined. 

The commission appointed two years 
ago has just made the first installment 
of its report. After a most laborious 
investigation the commission has found 
that while the ratio of property between 
Ireland and England has been 1 to 20, 
the ratio of taxation has been 1 to 11. 
In other words, Ireland has been taxed 
nearly twice as much as the justice of 
the case demanded. 

This is but the first step in the direc- 
tion of simple justice to Ireland. After 
a century of humiliation, hope is begin- 
ning to revive again. It is believed that 
the government of Great Britain cannot 
ignore the facts reported by this royal 
commission and that the report will re- 
sult in some sort of justice being done 
Ireland.

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Gladstone on Authors. 

When Mr, Gladstone retirea from pub- 
ile office several years ago it was not 
with the intention of becoming a mere 
cipher in the social and political af- 
fairs of Great Britain. 

Hiad he been a man of less remarkable 
genius, however, such would inevitably 
have been his fate. Most men as soon 
as they retire from public office losé the 
prestige which they enjoyed in official 
Stations and become obscure individ- 
uals, Even the marked achievements 
with which their names have been as- 
sociated are soon forgotten. The world 
is very unjust in this respect. Ags long 
as & man poses in some high and digni- 
fied office he is treated as something of a 
hero; the world looks upon him with ad- 
miring eyes and is ready at all times to 
pay obsequious homage to his greatness; 
but as soon as “he lags superfluous on 
the stage,” he often ceases to be an ob- 
ject of respect and sinks to the level of 
ordinary mortals. 

This does not, however, apply to the 
case of Mr. Gladstone. At the ripe old 
age of eighty-six years he is still a 
tower of strength in Great Britain and 
in honored in every part of the globe for

|his commanding genius and exalted

| statesmanship. In spite of his advanced 
years he continues to betray unusual 
vigor both of mind and body, and while 
the companions of his early life have 
long since passed away, he is still the 
most conspicuous object in the eyes of 
Christendom. 

Since resigning the premiership of 
England Mr. Gladstone has led a most 
active and laborious life. Instead of 
surrounding himself with an atmos- 
phere of reminiscence and brooding over 
the recollections of by-gone days he has 
devoted himself mainly to the study of 
those problems in which he has been 
most deeply interested. He has been a 
careful observer of current events and 
nothing of importance has been allowed 
to escape his attention. His thoughts 
have been chiefly absorbed in matters of 
religion and philosophy. 

From the solitude of his country, home 
he has frequently advised with his fel- 
low citizens of Great Britain in regard 
to the political affairs of the empire. 
His contributions to literary magazines, 
in both England and America, have 
also been frequent. These contributions 
are characterized by the same literary 
flavor which marked his earlier efforts 
and show that time has only mellowed 
the genius which nature endowed in the 
beginning with her most prodigal gifts. 

In a recent article on verse-making 
Mr. Gladstone deplores the fact that the 
world at the present time contains a 
superabundance of authors. Without 
criticizing the noble profession of the 
poet, he deals severely with that class 
of writers who fancy in their misguided 
egotism that the mantle of Shakespeare 
has fallen upon their shoulders. Says 
Mr. Gladstone: 

The most flowery of all the paths of men- 
tal exertion is in poetry or verse-making. 
I do not mention the two as synonymous 
—very far from it. Carlyle was a poet in 
prose, Alfred Tennyson was one to whom 
any candidate might boldly’ say “‘si me pae- 
tarum insereres choro,” then my ticket of 
admission will bear inspection, and wear 
well ;and-he described Carlyle as ‘‘a poet 
to whom nature had denied the faculty of 
verse.”” And it hardly needs to be said 
that there are versifiers, or manufacturers 
of verse, who are not poets. The tempta- 
tion to versify is so great that, as I sup- 
pose, most or all of us have indulged in it. 
This is no offense at all. Only by trying 
our feathers shall we learn whether we are 
fit to fly. Your efforts fail to produce the 
desired commodity, we shall do well soon 
to abandon them; but this may take some 
time to find out, and if, when it is found 
out, the moth still fliesAnto the candle, it 
is no great offense. The lucubrations may 
still charm a family circle; possible, as Cu- 
pid is blind, may even smooth the path of 
courtship. In any case, a few wasted quires 
of paper are not a great loss. They occupy 
no breadth of space in our repositories, and 
at the worst, a single faggot, together with 
a match, will dispose of the whole affair. 
But the case grows serious when we come 
to think of printing. 

It would be invidious to discuss the case 
of printing, for the purposes of the current 
day still more so that which is presented 
by the actual necessities of an established, 
but yet an impoverished and decaying, au- 
thorship. Apart from what may be said 
for them at least in mitigation, I suppose 
it to be true that no one ought to add to 
the mass of printed books already born into 
the world unless he honestly believes that 
he is about to contribute some addition to 
the stores of useful literature. It may be 
an addition humble and small, so small 
as to be infinitesimal and hardly percepti- 
ble. But something he ought to contem- 


plate, and something which to his own 
mind is definite, and goes beyond the forms 
of words and letters. For that which be- 
fore all things he ought to impress upon 
himself is, that no book is a mere cipher. 
On the contrary; some in a great and some 
in a small way, every book is to mankind 
either a benefit or a burden. 


Mr. Gladstone is right. In view of the 
fact that every book has its influence, 
there are far too many of them in the 
world. 
never have been written. If every au- 
thor was actuated by a sincere desire to 
benetit his fellowmen instead of glori- 
fying’ his own talents, the profession of 
literature would be an unmitigated bles- 
sing. But it is not.

The Journal starts out by saying that 
“it is evident that whether the outcome 
of the proceedings at Chicago be a for- 
mal bolt or not, the convention willbleave 
a disunited democracy in its wake.” 

Then, after discussing the matter with 
a fairness that is altogether new to met- 
ropolitan journalism, The Journal con- 
cludes: “To some eastern democrats 
the maintenance of the gold standard is 
important enough te demand even such 
a sacrifice, but there are others, and we 
think the majority, who will refuse to 
let any single issue, however serious, 
separate them from their national allies 
and associate them with the trusts, syn- 
dicates and pools that have gone into 
politics as a business enterprise.” 

So that after all, as our contemporary 
hints, those eastern democrats who will 


go the length of dissociating themselves 
from the democratic party will do so 
because their association with the trusts, 
Syndicates and pools will be more agree- 
able, if not more profitable. 

Under the circumstances, does The 
Journal really believe—regarding the 
matter from an impartial point of view— 
that the democratic party will be made 
weaker by the dissociation of the men 
it describes? Is it not true that the very 
fact that will cause these men to retire 
from an organization which no longer 
meets their business views will attract 
thousands of votes that have not here- 
tofore been given to the party? Is it not 
true that, with a free coinage ticket on a 


f pee coinage platform, the party will 
lave a better chance of securing an elec- 
toral vote in Massachusetts or in Maine 
that it would if it allowed its platform 
and its candidates to be dictated by men 
who are associated with “the trusts, syn- 
dicates and pools?” We think so, and 
we have no doubt that The Journal 
thinks so, 

Moreover, while the party may be dis- 
united in the east, where it has-been in 
a strong and healthy condition since the 
war, it will be more thoroughly united 
at the west, where unity is.sadly needed. 
That certainly is the way it seems 
to us. 

We trust that The Journal is not in- 
clined to be deceived by its metropoll- 
tan contemporaries and neighbors into 
minimizing the extent of the free coin- 
age movement in the east, especially in 
New York. Not one of the newspapers

has correctlyg auged that movements. 


Although it seems to have taken some of 


the brethren by surprise, it has been go- 
ing on for more than a year and was 
larger at the moment of its birth in 
New York state than some of the na- 
tional parties that have been organized 
in the same territory. 

No secret has been made of the move- 
ment in New York and the east, and yet 
the men engaged in it have found their 
efforts too productive of happy results 
to seek newspaper notoriety. As for the 
editors, they have simply closed their 
eyes and ears to it, and we know that 
Mr. Hearst and his editors will agree 
with us when we say that that was a 
very stupid thing to do. 

Does The Journal suppose for a mo- 
ment that the declaration of George Fred 
Williams for silver—a declaration made 
in a speech in Maine, and quite recent- 
ly in Massachusetts—was merely the out- 
come of a personal whim? If so, we ad- 
vise Mr. Hearst to watch results and to 
continue to report them faithfully. 

New England Falls Behind. 

The recent death of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe gives prominence to the fact that 
New England is no longer the center of 
American literature. 

For a period of more than forty years, 
extending from 1820 until the outbreak 
of the late war, nearly all the books 
published in this country emanated from 
New England. The honors were equally 
divided between Cambridge and Con- 
cord, while other places came in for a 
liberal share of recognition. 

Longfellow, Holmes and Lowell re- 
sided at Cambridge, where the greater 
part of their literary work was done; 
While Emerson, Hawthorne, Thoreau 
and the Alcotts were all residents of 
Concord. Boston was also the home of 
quite a large number of celebrities. 

Since the war, however, the achieve- 
ments of New England have fallen short 
of the ante-bellum period. It is not to 
be denied that she has some distinguish- 
ed writers left. The talents of these 
gifted men of genius still command for 
New England a high place in the world’s 
literature, but they do not give her that 
exalted prestige which she enjoyed: dur- 
ing the first part of the century. — 

This is due to the fact that culture is 
now more generally diffused. Institu- 
tions of learning are not restricted to the 
narrow limit of New England. The em- 
pire of thought is growing daily wider 
and wider and American literature has 
ceased to be provincial. It no longer 
borrows the language nor reflects the 
peculiarities of any one particular Sec- 
tion, but is broadly natural. 

Southern writers are rapidly coming 
to the front and the day is not far dis- 
tant, in the opinion of many thoughtful 
observers when the south will take the 
position in American literature which 
was formerly occupied by New Eng- 
land.

The death rate in London is considerably 
increased by what is known as the Lon- 
don fogs. One of the worst on _ record 
both for density and duration lasted from 
the beginning of November, 1879, until 
February of the following year. The 
number of deaths which occurred during 
this period as the result of the fog was 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 15,000. 
Hundreds who were troubled with asthma 
died in a few days. The death rate for 
bronchitis rose to 331 per cent and for 
whooping cough 231 per cent above the 
average. Again in 1882 the records show 
a most alarming fatality. During the 
great fog of 1873 there was quite a loss 
of cattle caused by suffocation. For the 
last fifteen years the London fogs have 
been of a milder character and but little 
damage has been recorded. 


Trivial incidents often determine great 
results. In 1848 James Shields was elected 
to the United States senate, defeating his 
predecessor, Senator Bresse. Shields had 
distinguished himself in the Mexican war 
and at the battle of Cerro Gordo was shot 
through the ‘lungs, the ball passing out 
from his back. His recovery was one of 
the marvels of the day. No one believed 
that he could possibly get well. It was 
largely on account of his war record that 
Shields defeated Bresse in the senatorial 
campaign. When the news of § Shields’s 
election was received, a lawyer named 
Butterfield was speaking of it to a group 
of friends, when one of them remarked: 
“It was that Mexican bullet that did the 
business.” “Yes,” retorted Butterfield, 
“that was a great shot. The ball went 
clear through Shields without hurting 
him, and killed Bresse 1,000 miles away.” 


The good people of Seabrooke, N. H., 
are deeply concerned about a mystery con- 
nected with the village graveyard. One of 
the best-known citizens of the village for 
many years was Jonathan Walters. Rich 
and influential he was turned to in life for 
advice and help in all matters of not only 
public but private concern. When he died 
he was followed to the grave by sorrow- 
ing hundreds, and his resting place in the 
cemetery has been“ever sincé one of the 
spots best known and most generally visit- 
ed. Mr. Walters was married twice. His

| first wife died some years ago. She, too, 


was immensely popular in the village, and 


her death was genuinely mourned. Some 
time after her death Mr. Walters took to 
himself a second wife and died a little 
later, in 1894. The second wife erected a 
plain stone of white marble with his name 
and date of birth and death. Nothing 
strange was noted about the stone at the 
time, nor, indeed, for some months after- 
wards. It looked like the rest of the 
somber signs of death's ravages. On Me- 
morial day Mrs, William Eaton, a resi- 
dent of Seabrooke, was looking at the 
Walters headstone, when suddenly she dis- 
covered the picture of a woman engraved 
on the stone. She examined it in amaze- 
ment and called others, who corroborated 
her story. Those who had known the first 
Mrs. Walters declared it was a good pict- 
ure of her. Those who claim to have seen 
the face describe it as perfect in lines, the 
eyes, nose, mouth and ears, and even the 
brows appearing plainly. The hair is also 
said to be very distinct, falling loosely 
on the woman’s shoulders. The man who 
carved the stone declares there is nothing 
cut in it but the lettering, and the surface 
is apparently untouched. 
It is only at a distance of a few feet that 
the image can be seen. More than a thou- 
sand people from the village and surround- 
ing country have seen the grave in tbe 
last few days.

They found an arm and hand 
near the mouth of a ravine on the west 
side of the creek where it empties into the 
river. About seventy-five feet further up 
the ravine they found a double-barreled 
breech-loading shot gun attached to a 
small bush about an inch in diameter with 
a pocket handkerchief, which was also 
tied around both triggers of the gun, and 
both barrels discharged. Near the gun 
on the bank of the ravine was a coat. The 
barrels of the gun were pointing down- 
ward, indicating that the party lay 
on his back and, pulling the barrels of the 
gun, discharged the contents of both bar- 
rels into his body. The upper part of the 
body and skull were found scattered along 
the creek bed for a distance of half a 
mile below the _ railroad bridge. The 
flesh had all decomposed and nothing but 
the bones remained. The suicide was the 
result of a love affair.

CHARLEY KEITH DEFEATED FOR ASSESSOR 


Ewing Chosen To Succees/l Him as 
| Tax Assessor—What Was 
Done. 


A bolt of lightning could not have cre- 
ated greater consternation in the city 
council than was witnessed there. yester- 
day when Councilman Sampson A. Morris 
cast: his vote for Mr. J. H, Ewing, his 
partner in business and son-in-law, for 
the office of city tax assessor. 

It was one of the greatest political sur- 
prises ever witnessed in council. It was 
conceded on every hand that Councilman 
Morris intended to vote for Mr. Keith 
and Major W. J. Kendrick, and when he 
voted for Mr. Ewing there was a murmur 
of surprise which was marked for its start- 
ling effect on those in the council chamber. 

The vote for Mr. Ewing by Councilman 
Morris pressed the defeat of Major Ken- 
drick. It was known by the friends of 
Major Kendrick that he would be defeated 
by Mr. (Morris’s vote when the latter an- 
swered in favor of Mr. Ewing, although 
the election of tax assessor occurred some 
time before that of police commissioner. 
The fight, quick and decisive, was won by 
the swinging of that one vote. With it 
Mr. W. H. Patterson was elected police 
commissioner to succeed Mr. W, R. Beau- 
prie, whose resignation was accepted 
only a few minutes before. 

By that one vote Mr. J. H. Ewing, of the 
firm of Morris & Ewing, of Decatur street, 
was elected tax assessor to succeed Mr. 
Charles Keith, who had filled the office 
for several years. 

It was like the fall of a destructive me- 
teor to the friends of Major Kendrick and 
Mr. Keith. They had builded houses in 
the sand. The wave of a fiood tide could 
not have thrown them into a state of 
greater anger, surprise and indignation. 
With listless demeanor and _ indifferent 
purpose they remained through the ses- 
sion, looking daggers at Councilman Mor- 
ris and wondering at the wouders the day 
had wrought. 

They Counted Too Soon. 

Yesterday morning ‘Messrs. Kendrick and 
Keith were considered sure winners. Their 
friends confidently claimed victory for 
them. And they not only claimed victory, 
but even went so far as to name the men 
who would vote for their favorites. 
Councilman Morris was counted as* one 
of those who would support the two candi- 
dates. But he didn’t. 

There are nine members of the city coun- 
cil—and perhaps the mayor—who are bit- 
ter foes of Councilman (Morris this morn- 
ing. Strange to say every one of those 
nine men were the warmest friends of 
Mr. Morris yesterday morning. The nine 
make no concealment of their anger. They 
spoke out yesterday afternoon. They were 
mad, and they say they are going ty stay 
mad. 

Any one of those nine gentle:nen will 
doubtless tell that Mr. Morris was piedged 
to vote for Major W. J. Kendrick for po- 
lice commissioner and Mr. Charles Keith 
for city tax assessor. They say that they 
were so certain that Mr. Morris would vote 
that way that when he failed to do so 
they could hardly believe what they heard. 

It was the parting of friends when the 
first ballot was cast. Therefore Mr. Mor- 
ris had voted with his nine friends and 
his nine friends had voted with him. ‘“‘But 
it won’t be that way any more,”’ said a 
prominent councilman after the meeting. 

| Was a Surprising Bolt. 

The election of successors to Mr. Beau- 
prie and Mr. Keith were the all absorbing 
questions before the general counci) in 
rezular monthly session yesterday after- 
noon. All other matters paled into insig- 
nificance when compared to them. Until 
the first eléction was under way there was 
a feeling of uneasiness in the council cham- 
ber. A large number of the friends of the 
candidates occupied seats in the rear of 
the dividing railing when Mayor Pro Tem. 
Hirsch took his seat and called the body 
to order. 

And it was known only to a few in the 
hall just what was to come. Mr. J. C. A. 
Branan, chairman of the board of police 
commissioners, and Mr. H. C. Stocdell, 
also a member of that board, were seen 
to enter the council chamber before the 
meeting was called to order, put by no 
sign or word did they indicate that they 
knew of the bolt. It was noticed that they 
took a deep interest in the proceedings and 
as the vote was announced showing the 
election of Mr. Patterson to a seat in the 
board with them they made no effort to 
conceal their joy. It was a happy moment 
for the two gentlemen and their friends. 

Colonel Howell Opens the Ball. 

When the regular communication from 
the mayor, announcing his approval and 
disapproval of matters acted on at the 
last meeting of the council, had been read 
the sensational proceedings of the session 
were launched. With an air of confidence 
that he was about to make a play which 
would be rewarded by success Colonel Al- 
bert Howell, alderman, arose and offered 
a motion to suspend the rules and go into 
the election of a city tax assessor to suc- 
ceed Mr. Keith. The motion was put and 
carried amidst visible excitement, although 
the great majority of those presént felt 


certain that they could name the winner— | 


Mr. Keith. 

Mayor King took the chair of Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hirsch when the latter announced 
that the rules had been suspended and 
that an election would be held for tax 
‘assessor. With steady vote and clear 
expression Mayor King stated that nomi- 
nations were in order. 


Mr. Keith Nominated. 

“I rise to place in nomination for tax 
assessor a gentleman who is well known 
in the city and one who has held the 
cfice for some time.” said Councilman 
Bell, of the third ward. “He is a gentle- 
man who has shown that he is well quali- 
fled for the place and who has performed 
his duties satisfactorily and ably in the 
interests of the city. I nominate Mr. 
Charles Keith.” 

“I take great pleasure in seconding the 
nomination of Mr. Keith,” said Mr. Day,

known Mr. Keith for many years and he 
is well qualified for the place.

Mr. Miller Nominates Ewing. 

“I desire to place in nomination for tax 
assessor a gentleman who is worthy of 
support,’ said Councilman John A. Miller, 
as he arose slowly end addressed the 
mayor. That was the first inkling of the 
freat surprise which followed. When Mr. 
Pwing’s name was pronounced some of the 
friends of Mr. Keith exclaimed in an under- 
tone: “Why, that’s Councilman Morris’s 
son-in-law.”’ 

“I know Mr. Ewing well.and know that 
he is thoroughly competent for the office,” 
Said Councilman Maddox, of the second 
ward. “He will give satisfaction and I 
think it is only fair that somebody else 
should have the office awhile. Mr. Keith 
is a goo0c man, but he has held the office 
several years and has drawn $14,000 out of 
it and it is right that some one <«lse should 
have the position and emoluments now.” 


Morris Answers “Ewing.”’ 

No other nominations were made and 
(Mayor King directed Clerk Phillips to call 
the roll. It was then that the excitement 
was at fever heat. Every vote was an- 
ticipated until Mr. Phillips called out: 

**Morris.’’ 

“Ewing, responded the councilman as 
he nervously twitched a fan in one hand 
and fingered at some papers on bis desk 
with the other. 

When the name of Mr. Ewing wus heard 
to leave the lips of Mr. Morris there was 
a startling chinge of expression on the 
faces of the ccuncilmen, The effect was 
quick as lightning. A battle of many 
months, hard-fought and bitter, was won 
and lost at that instant. The vote of Mr. 
Morris made the necessary majority cer- 
tain, and elected Mr. Ewing. 

Mr. Morris sat erect in his seat and 
looked straight ahead, pale and nerv%us, 
fanning himself constantly during the re- 
mainder of the session—a_ session that 
many members of the council wished was 
at an end. Still there was a happy lot of 
councilmen around the row, though nine 
of them plainly exhibited indignation in 
their every movement. The fuli vote stood 
as follows:

ness be proceeded with. A communication 
was read from Mayor King transmitting the 
resignation of Mr. W. R. Beauprie as 
police commissioner. The resignation was 
dated Macon, July 3d, and it simply stated 
that because of the removal of the signer 
to Macon he submitted his resignation to 
the council. 

That Long-Lost Paper Shows Up. 

Before the mayor’s communication and 
the resignation of Mr. Beauprie were read, 
and after the election of Mr. ~ Ewing, 
Alderman Woodward sent to the clerk’s 
desk the long-lost resignation of Mr. Beau- 
prie. written more than a month ago, 
which was withheld from the council at 
two different meetings, according to many 
members of the council. The paper sent in 
by Mr. Woodward was wrinkled, and bore 
evidences of considerable age. It Was seen 


. by only a few persons, because Mr. Wood- 


ward quickly called for the return of the 
paper when he heard Mayor King’s com- 
munication read, accompanied by another 
and more recent resignation of Mr. Beau- 
prie.. It was a surprise to Mr. Woodward 
and others to know that Mr. Beauprie had 
sent in another resignation, and the alder- 
man recalled his copy before it got to the 
bands of Clerk Phillips, it being handed to 
Captain Buchanan, dcputy clerk, by Captain 
Zadoc Moon. 
Woodward Nominates Patterson. 

After the reading of certain communica- 
tions. Alderman Woodward moved that the 
rules be suspended, and that the council 
go into the election of a police commissioner 
to succeed Mr. Beauprie. The motion was 
unanimously carried, and Mayor King again 
took the chair. He asked for nominations. 

“I desire to put in nomination a gentle- 
man who has resided in Atlanta many 
years.”” said Alderman Woodward.

Mr. Thomas, councilman from the second 
ward, said: 

“I take pleasure in seconding the nomina- 
tion of Captain Kendrick. He is eminently 
qualified for the office. He is a perfect gen- 
tleman, and will perform his duties impar- 
tially. He is a military man, and he will 
take a pride in the police department if 
elected.” 

The vote was then called for, and it was 
the climax of the day’s exciting event. 
That same electrical effect and consterna- 
tion was noticeable when the name of Mr.

Wants the Council To Elect. 

Alderman Woodward created a good’ dea\ 
of excitement among the city hall officials 
yesterday afternoon. He got after them 
with a long stick and announced that he 
would keep pushing it forward. 

Alderman Woodward wants the city coun- 
cil to elect all of the city hall officials. 
He thinks it a great burden upon the busy 
people to vote for their public servants and 
to relieve them of that duty the alderman 
has a scheme whereby the whole existing 
Status of affairs in the city government will 
be overturned. He proposes to take from 
the people the prerogative of electing every 
Single official in the city hall. 

The officials will now look daggers at Al- 
derman Woodward. He has a fight on his 
hands which promises to become interest- 
ing. And it seems that not only the city 
hall officials but some other people will 
take a hand in the fight. If Mr. Wood- 
ward succeeds in placing the elective power 
in the hands of the council he will win a 
great battle, for it is certain that strenuous 
opposition will arise to his project. In 
fact, there is already a vigorous opposi- 
tion to the scheme. 

Yesterday afternoon in the council Mr. 
Woodward introduced an ordinance abol-: 
ishing the office of city marshal—the office 
made famous by Captain J. W. Loyd and 
later by Mr. John Humphries, the present 
incumbent. 

That is-not all. Mr. Woodward wants to 
So amend the city charter that the offices 
of city clerk, city tax collector, city engin- 
eer, city sexton, city comptroller, city 
treasurer, city attorney, city commissioner 
of public works, and so forth, will all be 
elective by the city council. He proposed 
to require the city tax collector to do the 
work of the city marshal. He wants the 
council to ask the next legislature to amend 
the charter providing for such changes. He 
proposes to allow the present officers to 
hold over until next July, when their suc- 
cessors are to be elected by the city coun- 
cil. 

Says the Officers Are Independent. 

Mr. Woodward's ordinances were read 
and referred to the committee on ordi- 
nances and legislation and a special com- 
mittee of five members of the general coun- 
cil. In speaking of his plan Mr. Wood- 
ward said that.as it is now any incompe- 
tent man can be elected to office. He says 
that the city officials are now elected by 
the people and that they are inclined to be 
independent of the city council. He says 
that the officials neglect their duty solicit- 
ing votes and that they do not perform 
their duties impartially, as they would if 
they were elected by the council, and were 
not dependent on the favor of the people 
for votes. 

Mr. Woodward has several other argu- 
ments in favor of his project. He says 
that by abolishing the office of city mar- 
shal the city will save about $8,000 per 
annum. He thinks that the tax collector 
can attend to the collection of taxes now 
collected by the marshal. 

Didn’t Want To Be Traded. 

One of the city officials affected by Mr. 
Woodward's plan said: 

“Excuse me! I don’t want to get into 
the hands of the council. You go up there 
elected ard come down defeated. The peo- 
ple:are good enough for me and I won't 
vote to give the council such unlimited 
power. Why, it would lead to untold of 
corruption and trading in office. The peo- 
ple want to go to electing United States 
senators, instead of yielding their right 
to choose the officers o conduct their 
home affairs.”’ 

The full committee which will consider 
the matter and make a report on the ad- 
visability of asking the legislature to 
change the charter as specified is: Com- 
mittee on’ ordinances—Alderman  !Colvin 
and Councilmen Miller, Mayson, Maddox 
and Day; special committee appointed yes- 
terday—Aldermen Woodward and Dim- 
mock and Councilmen Culberson, Inman 
and Bell.

For a New Building.

The 
building is to extend out from the second 
story up, being supported by iron columns 
at the edge of the sidewalk. Considerable 
opposition to the scheme arose and it was 
discussed at length.

Mr. J. H. Ewing, who was yesterday 
afternoon elected city tax assessor in place 
of Mr. Charles Keith, came to Atlanta im» 
1885. He is a son of M. BR. Ewing, a welle 
known planter and merchant of Gwinnett 
county. Mr. Ewing is a well-known voung 
man, and during his residence in Atlanta 
he has made many friends. 

He first became known here as the travel- 
ing representative of Morris & Murphy, 
and later became a member of that firm 
himself. Later the firm was succeeded by 
Morris, Ewing & Carroll, as it now is. In 
1888 Mr. Ewing married the daughter of 
his partner, Mr. Sampson A. Morris, now 
councilman from the fourth ward, whose 
voted elected his son-in-law yesterday. The 
firm is now located at 163 Decatur street, 
in the dry goods business. 

Mr. Keith’s Friends Angry. 

Mr. Charles Keith, who was defeated by 
Mr. Ewing, is one of the best known men 
in the city. He has long been in public 
life, and during his political career he has 
made many friends and some bitter foes. 
For the first time the latter defeated him 
yesterday. He took his defeat calmly, but 
admitted that he was greatly surprised at 
the unexpected turn. He has filled the office 
of tax assessor for several years, and his 
friends claim for him a splendid record, as 
is shown by his labor. He is efficient and 
capable and courteous in public office. 

Mr. Keith’s friends were not slow in ex- 
pressing indignation yesterday. They open- 
ly charged that a trade had been male, 
and that-Mr. Keith was the victim.

My salary is small and I have 
felt for some time that loyalty to my 
family required that I no longer make the 
financial sacrifice I have made for you. 
Since coming to you eighteen months ago 
more than one hundred members have been 
added to the church,‘and every depart- 
ment of work has received thé stamp of 
solid, healthful growth. I heartily thank 
you for this expression of confidence and 
ove, but insist that My resignation be re- 
ceived. May God's rich blessings ever rest 
upon you!’’

Bruised Arms, Bloody Faces and a 
General Shaking Up. 


CLANS MET FACE TO FACE 


Alderman Woodward and Deputy Tol- 
bert Have a Scrimmage. 


HOW THE DIFFICULTY WAS STARTED 


1 Trouble Resulted from the Sensational 


Council Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon, 


The opposing elements in city politics 
met in the pugilistic arena last night. 

For a brief timé a pitched battle was 
waged. When the flag. of true was flung 
to the breeze the result was about as fol- 
lows: 

Alderman Woodward had a bruised arm 
which it was necessary to bandage. His 
hand was also scratched in a scuffle. 

Mr. Joe Maddox, councilman from the 
second ward, was struck in the face to the 
extent that his nose bled profusely. 

Mr. Jeff Tolbert, deputy city marshal, 
went home nursing a bruised arm. 

Colonel Albert Howell escaped the melee 
without visible damage. 

City Clerk John W. Phillips acted as 
peacemaker and he was shaken up in the 
general scramble. 

Alderman W. R. Dimmock took a hand. 

Mr. Bill Wilson and License Inspector 
Saxe were in close proximity to the war- 
ring gentlemen. 

The trouble occurred at the corner of 
Peachtree and Decatur streets about 10 
o’clock. At midnight several of the gentle- 
men were seen at home, where they talked 
freely of the fight. 

It was a meeting of the clans. Any one 
familiar with the trend of affairs politi- 
cal will observe that the gentlemen named 
represent twe different interests in matters 
touching the city government. They are 
among the leaders. They met on the field 
of brawn and honor and not in the arena 
of eloquence and argument. 

The disturbance was a result of the sen- 
sational proceedings of the city council 
yesterday .afternoon. Bad feeling existed 
after the meeting and it will be no sur- 
prise to many to hear of the fight partic- 
ipated in by some of the most prominent 
members of the city government later in 
the evening. 

There is practically no difference in opin- 
ion among the participants as to the ori- 
gin of the trouble. The facts speak for 
themselves and there was no effort to 
shirk responsibility. From the best sources 
of information it it seems that the trou- 
ble came about in this way. 

How It Started. 

The councilmen were standing in front 
of Beermann’s, talking about the events 
of the evening in the council. Just what 
passed between the gentlemen is not known 
but it is said that some exchanges of 
opinion were expressed which resulted in 
Mr. Dimmock walking away into the store, 
leaving the other gentlemen on the cor- 
ner.

ward, City Clerk Phillips and one or two 
others. Councilman Maddox was in the 
store as was Alderman Dimmock, when 
Mr. Tolbert left the party outside and 
walked up to Alderman Woodward's party.

From northern Texas, where cotton 
has been visited -with rain comes the 
reports of a splendid crop from pres- 
ent prospects will result. In other sec.

Stances are not infrequent where the crop 
has already been cut short. The plant is 
small, but healthy, fruiting well and has 
withstood drought remarkably well. The 
drought has caused shedding in some 
places, and in others the plant has stopped 
growing, with the result that blooms have 


come out on the top an 
will cause a loss, and practically no worms 
or insects are in fields. The fields are 
clean and in excellent shape. Taken as 
a whole there has not been much change 
since the June report. Since the average 
date or reports on July 3rd rains have 
been more general, and where they have 
fallen a good crop will result. The condi- 
tion of the plant is healthy generally, 
though reports of a stoppage of growth 
and shedding are numerous enough to be 
worthy of mention. Most correspondents 
agree cotton could go for a week or ten 
days yet without rain.” 

The Houston Post yesterday says the 
cotton situation in Texas as a whole is a 
very critical one; that Ellis county, the 
largest in the state, raised 10,000 bales two 
years ago, but the severe drqught and ex- 
cessive heat has already damaged the crop 
12 per cent.

New York, July 6.—During the holidays 
the Liverpool market was active and ad- 
vanced under a sharp demand from Man- 
chester spinners for cotton to supply their 
contracts for delivery of yarns, ‘This de- 
mand carried the spot price to 4d, or 
about a parity with the New York prices 
of July and August deliveries, and if that 
price could be obtained we would certain- 
ly be on a closer shipping parity than for 
several years. At the came time the con- 
tinental spinners took large supplies from 
their ports with a result of reducing the 
visible supply of 157,000 bales considerably.

Chicago, July 6.—Trade today has been 
very much of a holiday character with the 
dullness probably the chief bear factor.

The world’s wheat shipments were mod- 
erate at less than 7.000,000 bushels. Clear- 
ances aggregated 433000 bushels, represent- 
ing two days. The principal bullish in- 
fluence was the Ohio state crop report 
making the condition of wheat in that 
state 45 per cent. This, however, had 
little effect on the market on account of 
the dull trade. 
_ The feeling in coarse grain has been 
weak. Receipts were large. The visible 
supply showed an increase of 31,000 bush- 
els in corn and a decrease of 168,000 bush- 
ela in oats. The market was featureless. 
Receipts of hogs were slightly under the 
estimate, but the weak fceling that pre- 
Vailed in provisions at the close of last 
week was apparent again today. Opening 
prices were at a slight advance, but there 
was apparently little demand, and sellers 
found it difficult to make sales, the result 
being a decline of 20c per barrel in rk 
and about 5c per 100 in lard and ribs about 
half of this loss in pork being regained. 


‘The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The holidays of last week interferred to 
some extent with speculitive operations in 
the wheat markets of this country. With 
a moderate degree of activity prices ruled 
quite irregular, the opposing influences 
tending to create much uncertainty among 
traders. A new factor became prominent 
in the speculative situation. This was the 
prevailing uneasiness over the political sit- 
uation and the possible developments that 
may arise therefrom, which is causing 
iquidation in all the speculative markets 
and inspires caution in business circles 
generally throughout the country. As the 
price of wheat depends upon what the sur- 
plus will bring in the markets of Europe, 
this article would be about as good as any

d 
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that could be selected to carry through the 
ordeal or passing from a gold to a silver 
basis for our currency, but the present 
liquidation is perfectly natural as a result 
of the speculative contraction which is in 
progress. This contraction is not due to 
a belief that the silver cause will triuinph 
at the polls next November, but the re- 
mote tryteaggeer | of such an event taken in 
connection with the prevailing condition of 
general business is sufficient to inspire the 
greatest conservatism. 

Aside from this one element the new de- 
yelopments in the situation last week were 
rather in favor of a better market, Eu- 
ropean markets seemed to show a firmer 
under ae in export sales and crop reports 
from the northwest were less favorable. 
Two of the principal crop authorities in 
the west who issue regular reports say 
that both winter and spring wheat de- 
teriorated during June and there were indi- 
cations that some of the largest’ traders 
in Chicago were inclined to become active 
again on the bull side of the market. The 
market is still almost entirely professional 
and likely to continue so, but unless the 
feeling of uneasiness increases in finan- 
cial circles there is a good prospect of bet- 
ter speculative demand for wheat for a 
time and careful purchases are likely to 
result profitably. 

The changes in the situation which are 
more encouraging to buyers are easily 
stated and their importance can be judged 
by all in connection with certain unfa- 
vorable features which are also present in 
the situation. The wheat market has 
passed through a period of liquidation and 
the scattered long interest is reduced to 
relatively small proportions, while prices 
have declined to a level that appears to be 
near an export basis. Current reports in- 
dicate a further shinkage in the winter 
wheat crop during June and the movement 
of new wheat is light, partly owing perhaps 
to the recent rains, but if the crop is as 
light as reported the receipts ought not to 
be very large this summer, particularly if 
the farmers listen with credulity_to the 
predictions of the silver agitators. But per- 

aps the most important thing is that 
the spring wheat crop is just entering upon 
the most critical period of its growth and 
it is not in a condition to withstand any 
very trying weather. Less rain fell in the 
northwest last week, but the temperature 
was high and reliable reports indicated 
that rust was spreading. It has been stated 
frequently that the peculiar conditions un- 
der which a large part of the spring wheat 
crop was sown and has since been grow- 
ing were calculated to produce a different 
development of the plant than last year 
and reduce the chances of a large yield. 
The crop has deteriorated somewhat during 
June, according to all authorities, and cer- 
tainly it is probable that July will be a 
much more trying period, as it almost in- 
variably is to the spring wheat crop. The 
great importance of the spring wheat crop 
as a price-making factor has also been 
frequently pointed out. 

Aside from continued liberal clearances 
which were hardly expected, and a very 
moderate decrease in the receipts of what 
at primary markets, there is little encour- 
agement to b derived from last week’s 
trade developments. The decrease in the 
Official sivible supply was only 959,000 busn- 
els, but Bradstreet’s more comprehensive 
report showing a decrease of 2,103,000 bush- 
els east of the Rocky mountains was rather 
better. It is unfortunately true that the 
country is carrying quite a liberal stocks 
of old wheat over into the new crop year. 
This fact is of less importance than crop 
prospects, however, as it already had its 
influence on values. The official visible sup- 
ply of wheat is about 3,500,000 bushels larger 
than one year ago. Statistician Snow 
makes the stocks of old wheat remaining 
in farmers’ hands 42,000,000 bushels, while 
Thoman makes them 43,000,000 bushels, or 
about the same as one year ago. The 
stocks of old winter wheat are practically 
exhausted and the new crop is very little 
larger than last vear, according to most au- 
thorities. It is, perfectly evident that this 
country is not as important a factor in 
making prices for the world as it was ten 
years ago, but a small crop of spring 
wheat would have a decided effect on 
values and the progress of that portions of 
the American crop should be given close 
attention during this month. 

There has been nothing new 
to the European crop situation, which is 
quite good on the whole. The markets 
there have been somewhat steadier during 
the past week. as noted above. Shipments 
from eastern Europe continue liberal.

Will Be Interred in Cartersville, His 
Old Home—Sketch of His 
Life. 
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General P. M. B. Young ts dead. 

The distinguished Georgian passed away 
yesicrday in New York. 

Thousands of his friends in this state and 
throughout the south will be grieved to 
hear of the clese of this brilliant life. 

The following special from New York 

tells of his death: 
New York, July 6.—(Special.)—General P. 
M. B. Young, United States minister to 
Guatemala and Honduras, died at the 
Presbyterian hospital in this city this 
morning. 

Generas Young reached this country 
from Guatemala June 2ith. He at once 
teported at the department of state in 


was a mere boy, his military education at 
the Georgia Military institute and at West 
Point had so admirably fitted him for the 
duties of a soldier that he soon rose to a 
position far in advance of what would have 
been expected of one of his age, and at the 
close of the war, although only a 
youth in years, he had _ risen’. by 
his distinguished gallantry and by 
his skill in military matters to the 
rank of a major general in the confederate 
army. 

In private life he was universally beloved 
as a genial, Christian gentleman, a warm 
acquaintance and as a faithful, true and 
unswerving friend. 

An Incident of History. 

The news of the death of General Pierce 
M. B. Young will carry sorrow to every 
old soldier in Georgia. One of the 
most interesting features of his army 
career was his pursuit of the northern 
officer, Kilpatrick. Kilpatrick had been a 
Classmate of Young’s at West Point. In 
1803, in June, the northern general, doubt- 
less in imitation of Stewart, determined to 
make a raid around Lee’s army. He de- 
tailed Kilpatrick, with a column of caval- 
ry, to make the attempt. 

Kilpatrick was to make a raid around 
Richmond—such as Stewart had made 
around McClelland’s army. The fame of 
Siewart’s raids had spread throughout the 
north, and had _ carried consternation 
wherever the news went. To counteract this 
impression, orders were issued that Kil- 
Patrick should make a cavalry raid around 
the southern army. 

Kilpatrick, with a column 
started to encircle Richmond. No sooner 
had he started than General Lee, whc 
krew everything that was going on in the 
federal army, order a column of cavairy, 
under the conmand of General Young, to 
follow the cavalry raid. 

General Young knew Kilpatrick well. We 
had been in West Point with him, and they 
had been intimate friends. But a civil war 
levels all distinctions. Young, with his 
command, started in hot pursuit. Kil-

Death Baings Sorrow to All Who Knew Him. 


Washington and announced that he was 
going to a.hospital in New York and would 
come to Washington as soon as he was 
able to travel. 

That was the last heard from him direct. 
He submitted to an operation at the Pres- 
byterian hospital in New York and never 
recovered from its effects. 

With General Young when he died was 
his brother-in-law, Dr. Jones, of Georgia. 

The hospital authorities were rather 
reticent as to the nature of General 
Young’s illness. They define it as a ‘*medi- 
cal case.’ » 

When General Young arrived here near- 
ly two weeks ago he placed himself under 
the care of Dr. Greenway, who soon ad- 
vised him to enter the Presbyterian hos- 
pital as a private patient. General Young 
desired the greatest retirement and in- 
structed the superintendent of the hospital 
to say in answer to all inquiries that he 
wished to rest in quiet. 

The remains will be interred in Carters- 
ville, Ga. ‘ 

An Interesting Carrer. 

General Pierce Manning Butler Young 
was born in Spartanburg, 8. C., November 
15, 18389. He was descended from an illus- 


trious revolutionary family. On his moth- 
er’s side he was descended from a long line 
of famous South Carolina planters, who 
had taken a marked part in the revolu- 


tionary war. 

At an early age Pierce Young entered the 
Georgia Military academy, which before 
the war was one of the most famous 
schools in Georgia, and from which went 
forth somte of the most famous soldiers 
which Georgia sent to the war. From this 
school he went to West Point, where he 
acquitted himself with distinction, and 
where he would have graduated in 1861 
had not the civil war broken out. On the 
outbreak of civil war, he resigned his posi- 
tion as a cadet, although he ranked high in 
the graduating class and offered his ser- 
vices to his state as a patriot. He often 
spoke feelingly to those who knew him of 
the struggle which this resignation cost 
him, in parting with the military com- 
rades of many years, with whom he had 
hoped to serve. 

The outbreak of civil strife had been to 
him unexpected, but when it came he un- 
hesitatingly cast his lot with his own 
state. » 

When the war opened in earnest Pierce 
Young served with distinguished gallantry. 
In 1861 he Was appointed adjutant of Cobb’s 
Georgia legion—a command which will al- 
ways go down to history in Georgia as one 
of the most gallant commands in the con- 
army. By frequent promotions 
hé became brigadier general of cavalry in 
1863. By distinguished bravery he became 
first bragadier general, and just at the 
close of the war was made a major gen- 
eral, which title he held when General 
Lee surrendered at Appomattox. 

After the war General Young retired to 
his plantation in Bartow county, from 
which he was summoned to represent his 
district In the fortieth congress. The con- 
test was a hot one, and General Young was 
one of the first democrats who represented 
a Southern district in congress. 

In 187% General Young was summor:d 
from private life by President Hayes, who 
appointed him one of the commissioners to 
the Paris exposition. 

In 1885 President Cleveland made him con- 
<ul general to Petersburg, which place he 
resiened on account of the severity of the 
climate. 

When Mr. Cleveland was re-elected pres- 
ident in 1892 General Young was offered 
the position of United States minister to 
Guatemala, which he accepted, and it was 
when on a vacation from the arduous du- 
ties of this position, on his way home, that 
he died. 7 

General Young’s career as a soldiér durf- 
ing the civil war was an illustrious one. 
Although at the outbreak of the war he 


patrick had mede a daring attempt, but it 
was left to Pierce Young to see that he 
did not accomplish his purpose: 

About thirty miles east of Richmond there 
was a family—the family of an old Virginia 
planter—at which Colonel Young had been 
accustomed to visit. In the family were 
two young ladies. On that June morning 
the raiding column of Kilpatrick’s cavalry 
struck the house. Major Kilpatrick, in 
command of his 2,000 cavalrymen, rode up 
to the house and asked if he could get 
breakfast. 

“Of course you can get breakfast,’ said 
the young ladies, “but we understand that 
General Pierce Young is after you, and you 
will not have time to eat it.’’ 

Notwithstanding a nice breakfast was 
served, and the northern officers, tired out 
with their long ride, sat down to enjoy it. 

Before they had time to begin, a vidette 
rode up and cried out: 

“The rebels are on us, with a thousand 
horse!”’ 

Major Kilpatrick jumped up and mounted 
his horse. “I am told,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
Pierce Young is after us. Tell him that I 
hate to give up my breakfast, but if I have 
to give it up, I know of no man to whom I 
would rather give it than Pierce Young. 
Young ladies, give Pierce my best love. 
and tell him that I hope he will enjoy this 
ogy chicken—which I have not time to 
eat.’’ 

Saying this, the young northern officer, 
jumped on his horse and galloped after his 
column, which had a very hard time be- 
fore it got back within the federal lines, 
hotly pursued by the confederate cavalry. 

General Young used to tell with great 
zest how he ate the fried chicken which had 
heer prepared -for his old West Point 
friend. He did not lose much time, how- 
ever, in eating the chicken, as the cavalry 
raiders from the northern army barely 
managed to get back to. their own lines 
without capture. 


TO BRING BACK O’SHIELDS. 


The Escaped Convict To Be Returned 
to the Penitentiary. 


When Buck O’Shields is liberated nevrt 
week from the Texas penitentiary he will 
walk into the arms of a Georgia officer 
who has a warrant for the arrest and dr- 
livery of the famous criminal to the sher- 
iff of Fulton county. 

O’Shields is now finishing a two years’ 
term in the penitentiary at Rusk, Tev., 
and on the 12th of this month he will be 
relieved of his shackels and will be allowed 
to leave. 

But it—will not be to breathe the air 
again a free man, for a Georgia officer 
will be in the prison office to handcuff him 
as he leaves the penitentiary. O’Shields 
will be brought back to Atlanta and will be 
returned to the state penitentiary from 
which he escaped several years ago. 

Sheriff Barnes is now in communication 
with the authorities in Rusk in regard to 
O’Shields, and it is said an officer will be 
sent to bring him back next week. 
O’Shields does not know he has been 
identified as the Georgia fugitive, and it 
is said he has been planning for a trip 
through the west as soon as his term is 
out. His plans will be cut short, and in a 
few short hours he will be at labor in 
the Georgia penitentiary, from which he 
escaped. 

O’Shields was arrested in Atlanta on 
the charge of robbery and it was proved 
at the trial that hé was a member, per- 
haps the leader, of the famous National 
gang of robbers. He was convicted and 
given a sentence of five years in the. state 
penitentiary. He made a miraculous es- 


a circular containing his photograph and 
description accidentally fell into the hands 
of the superintendent of the Rusk prison. 
In the penitentiary at the same time was 
Poole South, an Atlanta boy, and the su- 
perintendent asked if he knew O’Shields. 

“Do I Know him,” replied South; ‘“‘yes, 
of course I know him. He is in this peni- 
tentiary right now, and passes under the 
name of Clarke.’ 

An investigation showed that Clarke, 
none other than O’Shields, had been @2nt 
up for burglary, and his term was almost 
out. The «unerintendent immediately 
wrote Sheriff Barnes of his d'iscovery, and 
the officer wired back to hold O’Shields.

be coming to us. Between 1879 and 1892 the 
imports of gold over exports was $250,000,000, 
Since 1892 nearly $200,000,000 ii gold has gone 
out in excess of imports. If the balance 
of trade was in our favor this exporting 
of gold would not be necessary. 

“On the financial question T favor a sound 
carrency. No dollar that is not as good 
as any other dollar. But TI helieve that 
With our revenue and tariff laws properly 
adjusted so as to have revenue sufficient 
to support the government and the halances 
of trade in our favor so gold will be com- 
ing our wav as it did from 1879 to 1892, 
then we might take care of the silver fr 
the mines of our states. The annual vieald 
of gold in the United States is about $40,- 
0,0. Then with $20.000.000 imnorted as 
during the period mentioned. what would 
nrevent the taking care of $30,000,900 or $40,- 
000,000 of silver? But this cannot be done 
with insufficient revenue to support the 
government nor with the balance of trade 
against us. As long as gold flows from 
uS we cannot take care of silver. TLast 
year we bourht from Janan $54.990.000 worth 
of tricks and sold them only $9,000,000 worth 
of our staple productions. 

‘There was a balance of $45.900,000 against 
us for the payment of which we had to 
export money. Is that policy good bhusi- 
ness? TIT believe the educational interest 
ought to be encouraged bv the govern- 
ment. T believe all the public lands ought 
to be sold and the proceeds divided among 
the states according to population for ed- 
ucational nurposes. This would stimulate 
the educational interests and at the same 
time relieve our already overburdened tax- 
payers. T helleve the government should 
be run in the interest of business and not 
in the interest of anv political partv. I 
believe we ought to 4ncourage the carry- 
ing on of trade on the hich seas and not 
sit quietly by and let England, by her 
svstem of subsidies, monopolize the traffic 
of the world. 

“The United States has wealth untold. 
resources .unbounded, and is now (and 
could be more so) the leading country in 
the world. and all that we lack of its 
full accomplishment is to take care of the 
business of the country in place of the poli- 
tics of a party. 

“T believe in the rie*te of the citizen: 
the free expression of his opinion: the 
sacredness of the ballot as being the bul- 
wark of our free institutions. These are 
a few of -the views I entertain. If they 
meet the favorable consideration of my 
fellow citizens I shall appreciate their sup-

Enquirer-Sun, the morning paper of this 
city, has purchased two type-setting ma- 
chines, and will begin to use them imme- 
diately. As one man can work a machine 
which does the work of several print- 
ers, a reduction in the force of the paper’s 
printers is necessitated. 

The management of The Enqutrer-Sun, 
having decided that in future the office will 
be an “open” one—that is, open to both 
union and non-union hands alike—the yeg- 
ular force of union printers left the office 
today in a body, objecting to this. A force 
of non-union men are filling the places 
at The Enquirer-Sun’'s office tonight. 

The management stated that in so doing, 
however, they would give the preference 
to the old employes, but on the contrary 
would debar no non-union men from em- 
ployment at their office. Tonight Columbus 
Typographical Union, No, 230, issued a cir- 
cular complaining Of the conduct of the 
paper, saying that the “printers were today 
locked out Of that office,” and appealing 
to the public generally and organzied labor 
in particular to boycott the paper. They 
claim that they exhausted every available 
means to have an amicable adjustment 
Heretofore The Enquirer-Sun has been 
strictly a union office.

President Hoffman, of the Seaboard, 
Explains His Company's Position.

The war between the Southepn and the 


Seaboard Air-Line is looked for at any time 


now. Any hour may precipitate it. Pres- 
ident Hoffman, of the Seaboard, has made 
a publfc statement in which he says that 
his lines are forced to defend themselves. 
He says that the Southern ts deliberately 
preparing to crush the famous old Bay 
Line of steamers, which is the Seaboard’s 
right bower. The Bay Line has @ great 
reputation for its table service and passen- 


well as for its promptness in 


handling freight. 

An extract from President Hoffmans 
statement has been given in these columns 
and now the full interview is reproduced 
trom The Baltimore Sun: 

“The Baltimore Steam Packet Company, 
more generally known as the Bay Line, 
Was organized in 1889, and for more than 
fifty years bas transacted the bulk of the 
transportation business between the ports 
of Baltimore and Norfolk and Portsmouth. 
it has largely contributed to the prosper- 
ous growth of those cities. It has ereated, 
stimulated and'sustained favorable traffic 
conditions and relations. Year after year 
it has augmented the volume of commer- 
cial transactions to and from all parts of 
the world.

Its well-earned popularity 
rests on the friendly co-operation and 
good will of all with whom it holds or has 
held personal or business relations. Nor 
is the clientel of this favorite line limited 
to the cities most directly concerned, to 
which it has rendered more than half a 
century of faithful services. It includes 
hundreds of great firms in shipping com- 
munities and trade centers in all sections 
of the country, north and south. 

“The aim and object of the Southern rail- 
road in establishing a new and uncalled- 
for line of steamers between Baltimore 
and Norfolk is to compete with the Bay 
Line in its own field for all kinds of busi- 
ness, invade its sources of supply, reduce 
its revenues, cut into its profits, cripple 
its efficiency as a public carrier, disrupt 
its friendly alliances and inflict on_it all 
the injury it can. Unable to purghase a 
controlling interest, it will not hesitate 
to resort to any of those questionable 
methods in which practice has made it 
So expert to depreciate the value of stocks; 
to force a sale or drive its opponents alto- 
gether from the. field. It has doubtless 
counted the cost. but considers that to 
he a matter of minor consequence, as the 
Southern is backed by a syndicate who 
have millions at their disposal and who 
would not hesitate to sacrifice much to 
rain a strategic poirt. Thev already own 
and operate thousands of miles of railway 
in the middle and eastern south and can 
dictate pretty much what rates thev 
choose. But thev will be still better able 
to do so when thev have secured an out- 
lat exclusivelv their own via Norfolk to 
Ralt'more.

The 
Southern alive refised to itceelf of 
the’ nroffered service of Merchartes’ 
and Minere’ fleet running a drilv line he- 
tween HKaltimore, Norfolk, and Portsmouth, 
and which is the Southern railwavw’s ar- 
eepted connection on all its husinese cam- 
ing water between Roscton, Norfolk 
and Portsmouth, ard whieh line is owned 
thon operated by wholly disinterested par- 
ies, 

“The inference and conclusion {fs frree{st- 
ible. The Southern cannot rule the Ches- 
aneske and monopolize the troffie hetween 
Baltimore and Norfolk withont first driv. 
ing the Bav Line from the field. or infl'ct- 
ing on {t mortal injury. The Southern in 
its York river lines already has a shorter 
water route by fortv-two miles to Balti- 
more, but this is not sufficient and does

There has been much talk of “harmony”

The two factions are now quibbling over 
he selection of a date for the stdck- 
holders’ meeting. Judge Bigby was re- 
nuested to call a meeting to be held in 
‘olumbus 01 July 22d. It was announced 
hat he had consented to do so, and was 
so .published. This was soon denied by 
udge Bigby, who wrote a letter declaring 
hat he did not feel justified in calling the 
meeting on July 22d, inasmuch as the in- 
-entory that is being prepared by the two 
eceivers of the property would hardly be 

eady by that time. He argued that if 
he inventory was not ready, the meeting 

vould be almost if not .entirely useless. 
his objection of, Judge Bigby was not 
made public until yesterday morning, when 
he Constitution published his letter in 
ull, in which he declined to call the meet- 
ing as requested by the committee that 
vas sent to him from the meeting held 
ast Friday in Mr. Charles A. Collier's office 

» the Gate City bank. 

This refusal of the president to accede 
to the request of the stockholders has 
stirred up the men who were present at 
he Collier meeting, and they will go ahead 
at once to adjust affairs so that they can 
force the president to call the meeting 

hether he wants to or not. All that is 
ecessary to force President Bigby to call 

meeting of the stockholders under the 
by-laws is to have representatives of one- 
third of the total amount of the Eagle and 
Phenix stock to request it. At the Collier 
meeting 3.118 shares of the ‘stock was 
represented. The total stock is 12,500, which 
is, therefore, necessary for the stockholders 
who requested the meeting for the 22 
instant to get representatives of less than 
1,000 more shares to join with them in ask- 
ng for the meeting, and then Judge Bigby 

ill have to call it, whether it suits his 
ideas or not. Thet*is what they intend to 
do, and as soon as they learned that the 
president had declined to accede to their 
request they went to work to get. the 
necessary number of stockholders to join 
with them so as to complete the list of 
one-third. 

One of the stockholders who took great 
interest in the meeting at Mr. Collier's office 
told a representative of The Constitution 
yesterday that there was no doubt that 
the necessary one-third would be obtained 
by tonight, and that, though it was an un- 
pleasant duty, they would force Judge 
Bigby to call the meeting in spite of his 
opposition. 

Inventory Is Ready Now. 

A telegram received Saturday night an- 
nounced that the inventory, for which 
every one is waiting, is now ready, but 
that the facts are being held back from 
the public for redsons. These’ reasons were 
not given in the telegram. Mr. Collier said 
yesterday that the stockholders were just 
as anxious as Judge Bigby, if not more 
so, that the inventory be completed before 
the meeting of the stockholders. He said 
that the men who attended the meeting 
in his office last Friday had assurances 
that the inventory would be completed be- 
fore the 22d, and that there was no reason 
why the meeting should not be held on 
that date. 

“If we did not: have that inventory to 
work on,”’ said Mr. Collier, ‘‘of course the 
Meeting would not accomplish what we 
Want it to, but we knew, when we sug- 
emted the date, that the inventory would 

complete, and so Judge Bigby’s letter 
concerning the necessity of having the in- 
ventory was superfluous. There is no possi- 
ble excuse for delaying the meeting longer 
than the 22d; so we will insist on the date.” 
Bigby Fixes August 5th. 

Judge Bigby has called a meeting for 
August 5th. This will be the date on which

IS AN ELEPHANT. 
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GOVERNMENT BUILDING HANGS 
ON ATLANTA’S HANDS. 


“Don’t Want It,” Says the Mayor. 
No Official Ccmmunication Re- 
ceived Telling of the Transfer. 


The ownership of the building erected by 
the government for the Cotton States and 


Internaitonal exposition is a ‘matter of 


doubt. 

It is the general understanding that the 
government gave the building to the 
city of Atlanta, but the city has never 
taken possession and it may prove an 
elephant #n Atlanta’s hands. 


Fr The idea that Atlanta owns the structure 


probably originated in the fact that in 
the recent general deficiency bill there was 
a clause giving the building to the city 
for .military purposes. Mr. Charles A. 
Collier is the only man to be found in 
Atlanta, however, who knows any thing 
about the matter. He said-yesterday that 
while he was in Washington, over three 
weeks ago, in reading over the general 
deficiency bill, he came to a clause giving 
the building to the city of Atlanta. He 
did not go into the matter any further, 


and that is all he learned. For that clause 


to have been inserted in the bill it is evi- 
dent that some one must have asked for 
it and the lo®ical presumption is that the 
recipient of the gift must have asked for 
it. But such it seems is not the case. 

Mayor King was seen yesterday about 
the matter and declared that if the build- 
ing had been given to Atlanta, no official 
Notice of the gift had been received. 

“It seems to me,” said Mayor King, “‘that 
who ever asked for the building should 
make some inquiry as to its disposal. The 
city certainly never made any official re- 
Quest for it and I do not know whether 
Wwe want it-or not.’’ 

Thus the matter seems to stand. 

Mayor King says that if the building 

as been given the city it certainly never 
has been accepted. It may be that the 
city would not have it. It is understood 
that from the structure and material of 
the building it is not capable of being 
moved, so as to be worth anything. If the 
building were to remain where it is the 
city would have to make some arrange- 
ment with the Piedmont Park people, as 
they own the ground on which it stands. 
Whether or not it is suitable for an 
armory, in the location it occupies, is a 
guestion. At any rate nobody seems tv 
‘ent the building, and as to who owns

Interesting Race for the Judseship of 
the Superior Court. 


NUMBER OF CANDIDATES ENTER 


Judge John Henry Lumpkin Has a 
Strong Following. 


WILL JUDGE BERRY BE IN THE FIELD? 


Mr. Fulton Colville Declines To Enter 
the Race—Other Aspirants for 
the Office. 


The race for the superior court bench 
has developed into an interesting cam- 


paign. 

Within the last few days a sudden change 
has occurred in the situation, and Mr, Ful- 
ton Colville has declined to enter the race, 
while Judge Berry, now judge of the city 
cr'minal court, has intimated that he 
would like to be the successor of Judge 


J. H. Lumpkin, 


Mr. John C. Reed and Colonel W. I. 
Heyward are still in the race and will 


doubtless remain until the finish. 

The friends of Judge Lumpkin, the pres- 
ent occupant of the bench, are very active 
in his behalf, and a petition numerously 
signed by members of the Atlanta bar, has 
been prepared and will be presented the 
legislature at the next session this fall. 

The term of office to which Judge Lump- 
kin was elected several months ago ex- 
pires on January ist next year. He was 
selected to fill the unexpired term, which 

‘as made vacant by the resignation of 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, and Judge Lump- 
kin will be a candidate for re-election to 
succeed himself. 

“TIT have declined to enter the race,” said 
Mr. Fulton Colville yesterday, “and 
though many friends have urged me to 
enter, I have decided not to do so.” 

But the withdrawal of Mr. Colville does 
not diminish the number of candidates, as 
it was stated yesterday that Judge John 
Berry would ask for election at the hands 
of the legislature. 

“I will not either deny or confirm the 
report of my probable candidacy,” said 
Judge Berry yesterday. “I have been ap- 
proached upon the subject by friends, but 
have only taken the matter under advise- 
ment for the present. It is a question I 
will decide later, perhaps.’’ 

Judge Lumpkin’s Petition. 

A petition has been passed around the 
Atlanta bar by the friends of Judge Lump- 
kin, who are urging his selection as his 
own successor. This petition has met with 
the signatures of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta bar, it is said, and 
Judge Lumpkin has received a strong in- 
dorsement. 

‘Judge Lumpkin has made an acceptable 
judge,” said a lawyer yesterday. “‘He has 
been wide awake to the duties of the bench 
and his decisions have been well received 
by ‘the members of the bar. His adminis- 
tration has. been one remarkable for fair- 
ness and good legal judgment.” 

This petition will be presented to the 
legislature at the fall session, and the law- 
makers. of the state will be urged to elect 
Judge Lumpkin as his own successor. 

Who Would Succeed Judge Berry? 

In the event Judge Berry ‘vere to decide 
to enter the race and were he elected to 
the superior court bench, un interesting 
question arises as to his successor in the 
city criminal court. 

This position is appointive by the gov- 
ernor, and if Judge Berry hould be Sse- 
lected by the legislature as the successor 
to Judge Lumpkin, Goveraor Atkinson 
would be called upon to fill the vacincy 
in the city court. 

It was rumored in legal circles vesterday 
that Mr. Colville would be an applicant 
for Judge Berry’s position in this event, 
but this was denied by Mr. Colville. , 

Several other names have been suggested 
as probable candidates for Judge Lump- 
kin’s position. Colonel W. I. Heyward Is 
already “in the race, and the friends of Mr. 
John C. Reed are actively at work in his 
behalf. 

The race has assumed interesting pro- 
portions and other candidates will proba- 
bly be announced in the next few weeks. 


MR. ROBINSON TALKS. 


WANTED TO REJECT DR. DONALD- 
SON’S RESIGNATION. 


He Gives a History of the Trouble at 
the Fifth Baptist Church—What 
He Has To Say.

Isaac Robinson, who is a* member 
standing in the Fifth. Baptist 
church and who has upheld Dr. C. M. 
Donaldson through all of the trouble 
which has lately sprung up in that church, 
was seen yesterday and asked to give a 
full account of the misunderstanding. 


Mr. Robinson said: 

‘The trouble began about eighteen 
months ago when Dr. Donaldson first took 
charge. Some of the members of _ the 
church wanted to tear down the old struct- 
ure and build a new church on the other 
side of the railroad in the vicinity of Fair 
street. Dr. Donaldson was opposed to this 
because he knew that all of the congrega- 
tion had limited means and because’ the 
church at that time owed its former pastor, 
Dr. Virgil Norcross, about $250. He was 
very much opposed to building on a new 
side and recommended that the old 
church be repainted and repaired, which 
was done. 

“Now ever since this time those who 
asked for Dr. Donaldson's resignation have 
been opposed to him in everything he 
did. They even went to the extent of 
visiting members of the congregation and 
stirred up feeling against the pastor. 

‘The discontented members were led by 
Mr. T. J. Buchanan, who is chairman of 
the board of deacons; Mr. Fred Allen, su- 
perintendent of the Sunday school, and Mr. 
Brown, who is on the board of deacons. 
These gentlemen claim that two-thirds 
of the congregation are opposed to Dr. 
Donaldson and that they have a petition 
requesting his resignation, with seventy 
names on it, but at the conference last 
Wednesday night, which was called to con- 
sider the question of asking for the pas- 
tor’s resignation, their veting strength 
was very small. LL 

“at this conference Dr. Donaldson re- 
quested that no action b@ taken, and he 
would tender his resignation on the follow- 
ing Sunday and called a meeting at 4 
o’ clock. Last Sunday there was a large 
attendance, and only thirty-seven voted 
that his resignation be accepted, but Dr. 
Donaldson, who is a very sensitive man, 
insisted, saying that he would rather not 
stay since some were in favor of his go- 
ing. Then the congregation, under pro- 
test, accepted his. resignation. This 
is about the all there is to say, as those 
who have been opposed to Dr. Donaldson 
will give no reason for requesting his resig- 
nation except that he has been unsatis- 
factorv to fhem as a pastor.”’

For those going to Europe here is the ad- 
vice of an experienced tourist, a lady of 
good taste and judgement, who was asked 
what she would wear on shipboard if she 
were going across the ocean. | 

“I should have a dress of stout English 
flannel, made very plain, with an outside 
jacket buttoned up tight. I should prefer 
a jacket to a cape, becauSe a cape is al- 
ways flapping about in the wind and get- 
ting in the way. A double-breasted reefer 
is the best, and has a sailor-like appear- 
ance. Personally I should rather have a 
short jacket. 

“For headgear I should have two hats, 
One a trimmed sailor to, wear on deck on 
bright days, the other a close-fitting cap 
to wear while reclining in a steamer chair. 
A Tam hat would be an appropriate hat. 

“I should have two suits of underwear 
in two weights, to suit both hot and cold 
weather; woolen is always preferable, be- 
cause there is less exposure to cold with 
it than with cotton. 

“Perhaps high waterproof shoes would 
be better than low shoes, but I should 
have uppers anyway, for it is very hard 
to wrap one’s feet even in a steamer rug. 
A steamer rug and chair are necessities, 
and neither is very expensive. 

“To wear in one’s cabin, or even on 
deck when wrapped in a rug, I should 
have a loose flannel wrapper of some pret- 
ty, bright color, but made very plain; for 
if one is seasick fancy fripperies but ag- 
gravate one’s distress. The probabilities 
are that I should wear the wrapper much 
oftener than the dress, especially the first 
few days of the voyage. 

“To these may be added a few comforts, 
such as a pillow or a light shawl or scarf 
to throw over the head when the breeze 
is very strong. Some people recommend 
an air pillow on account of its shrinking 
capacity. When not inflated it may be 
folded up and carried in the pocket. This 
does not seem exactly suited to the exi- 
gencies of a sea voyage, however, for when 
inflated the pillow is, of course, very light, 
and should a gentle breeze happen along at 


just the right moment, the air pillow, un— 


less it were provided with a ball and 
chain attachment, would soon flit off into 
space, balloon fashion. One of the very best 
Wraps on ship board is a fur cape, for 
the strongest wind cannot penetrate it.’’

WILL HANYE HANG? 


Friends of ihe Doomed Man Will Appeal 
to the Governor. 


THEY ASK FOR CLEMENCY 


Petition for Commutation of the Sen- 
tence Has Been Numerously 
Signed. 


eR 


The friends of Arthur Hanye will make 
an appeal in a few days to Governor At- 
kinson for a commutation of ths death 
sentence to life imprisonment. 

A petition has already been prepared by 
M:. James W. Austin, the attorney for 
the defense, and several hundred names 
have been signed. In addition to these 
names eleven jurors who convicted the 
young man heve signed their names, and it 
is’ said the twelfth juror, who has been 
hesitating over the matter, will probably 
sign the paper asking for iife. 

The case of Harye is one of an unsual 
nature, and his attorneys will endeavor to 
show that the young man is nut guilty of 
murder. Through all the various court 
trials Hanye has denied his guilt, and the 
theory by which he explains the death of 
his friend has been accepted by many as 
being a true statement of the tragedy. 

Hanye and Spinks had been life-long 
friends. They had been’ schoolmates 
and through all the long years of 
childhood they had loved each other as 
brothers. Several years ago when Spinks 
became involved in trouble, Hanve was the 
first to go to his rescue, and he remained 
true and loyal to his friend through im- 
prisonment and _ trial. They were com- 
rades in trouble, and in after years the 
friendship of youth had not diminished. 
The circumstances of the murder in the 
Decatur street saloon also show that 
there was no malice aforethought in the 
heart ef Hanye when he entered the bar 
and accosted his friend in the same old 
friendly manner in which they had been 
accustomed to address each other. 

Hanye says he walked up to Spinks and, 
slapping him on the shoulder, called him 
by a name he had called him many times 
before. Spinks resented the epithet with 
an oath. Hanye retreated, but is said to 
have apologized. 

The apology directly brought on the 
tragedy, and Spinks repeated the oath and 
struck the bov.a stinging blow across the 
face. Spinks was a much Jarger and 
stronger man ‘than his friend, and Hanye 
drew his knife, he says, for protection. 
The men clinched and both fell. Hanye 
was the first to strike the floor, and in 
his hand he held the open knife. 

“I. did not strike the blow. Had I done 
so, | would have acted sooner. I opened 
the knife partly as a bluff and partly in 
fun, for I even then did not know Spinks 
intended to hurt me. He had jested with 
me before, and we had had many friendly 
bouts. As we fell, his head struck the 
knife point. That is the truth. I did not 
kill him, and as I stand almost in the 
shadow of the scaffold,‘ I repeat, if they 
were my last words, that I did not strike 
the blow that killed Spinks.” 

But One Chance of Life. 

Hanye has but one chance of life, and 
that is in the exercise of executive clem- 
ency. 

In the hands of Governor Atkinson alone 
rests the fate of the young man, and if 
the governor interferes, it means life to the 
doomed man; if he refuses, it js death upon 
the scaffold. 

Every possible pressure will be brought 
to bear upon the governor in behalf of 
the prisoner. Citizens who have never seen 
Hanye have made appeals for execytive 
Clemency, and the petition to be presdnted 
by the attorneys already bears the signa- 
tures of several well-known Atlanta min- 
isters. 

“There is but one hope for Hanye,” said 
Mr. Austin yesterday. “The supreme court 
has refused him a new trial; the last re- 
course in law has been tried, and I believe 
if the case is placed before the governor in 
the proper light, the ‘re is yet hope for the 
unfortunate boy.’ 

The petition will be presented Governor 
Atkinson in a few days, probably by the 
latter part of the week. 


In the Shadow of Death. 


Thé doomed man is almost in the shadow 
of death. 

The scaffold is a suggestive affair of 
timber, painted a deep crimson, and has 
been used once before as a stepping stone 
from life to death. 

Sheriff Barnes will give instructions to 
his men to have the scaffold in readiness 
if the governor should refuse to pardon 
Hanye. The day of execution has been set 
for Augusta 7th, and the trap will fall 
between the hours of 11 and 2 o'clock. The 
execution will be conducted in private, and 
only the familv, a few friends and a min- 
ister will be admitted in the jail yard.

COUNCIL GRANTS APPLICATION 
FOR COMMERCIAL BUILDING. 


Will Be a Tall Structure—Plans for 
the Edifice Accepted Yesterday 
(Before the City Council 


The next great building to go up in At- 
lanta will be at the junction of Broad and 
Peactree, in the little triangular block 
formed by these two streets and Poplar 


street. 
This building will be the highest in At- 
lanta, the plans calling for twelve stories. 
It is to be commenced at once and 


pushed as rapidly as possible to comple- 
tion. 

The fact that the sidewalks are to be 
arcaded over has caused some opposition, 
but that matter has been settled satis- 
factorily and Atlanta will soon possess 
one more magnificent structure, 

At their session yesterday evening, the 
council granted permission to the Mutual 
Building Conrpany to erect their proposed 
building. This company is organized under 
the law of Georgia. The president is Mr. 
R. F. Shedden, of this city; vice president, 
Mr. Coleman W. Cutler, of New York city, 
and Mr. Roby Roinson hes secretary and 
treasurer, with Captain A. H. Benning as 
manager. These gentlemen with ex- 
Governor Rufus B. Bullock and Mr. J. H. 
Gilbert, who is counsel, constitute the gen- 
eral board of directors. 

The structure proposed is a first-class, 
modern, fireproof, steel frame office build- 
ing, which is to be brought up to date 
and contain every possible improvement 
disclosed by the present state of the build- 
ing art. It is to be twelve stories high, 
and wilk cost about $400,000. The building 
will be constructed in accordance with 
plans furnished by Mr. Bradford L. Gil- 
bert. It will contain about two hundred 
rooms, three elevators run by electricity, 
and will be equipped with the most im- 
proved system of heat and electric light 
tYroughout. The special feature of this 
building and that which has aroused a 
great deal of favorable and interesting 
comment on the part of our progressive 
citizens is that owing to the peculiar 
shape and location of the lot, it being 
bounded by streets on all sides, it is pro- 
posed upon the two wide streets of Broad 
and Peachtree, that the face of the build- 
ing shall extend to the curb line above 
the second story, thus forming an arcade 
above the sidewalk which will run under- 
neath full ten feet wide in the clear. Suf- 
ficient space to secure such sidewalk is to 
be given by the company from their lot. 
This arcade being about twenty-five feet 
in height, supported upon steel columns, 
will necessarily be Hght and airy, and at 
the same time will afford to passers-by 
ample protection from the sun and water 
at all hours of the day, and at that place 
at any rate will render the unsightly 
awnings so commonly found upon streets 
impossible. The buiiding is to be of most 
artistic design, and its finish will be such 
that, located as it is upon one of the most 
conspicuous sites in the city, it will be a 
prominent landmark. 

It is; believed by those in position to 
judge that the effect of the erection of 
such a building at that point will greatly 
enhance the value of all neighboring prop- 
erty, and will set a standard which sooner 
or later will be followed by others in the 
vicinity. Already, instigated by the dis- 
cussion of this project, ti is under consid- 
eration to erect a fine building on the 
corner of Broad and Walton streets, on 
the block now occupied by the Scarrett 
house, and other improvements are al- 
ready being talked of. : 

In Paris this form of construction is 
universal. The Rue de Rivola is a well 
known instance, Leading Italian towns 
also abound in this fornr of construction. 


WRITES TO WASHINGTON. 


CITY ATTORNEY ANDERSON IN- 
QUIRERS ABOUT THE CENSUS. 


Probable That the Census Will Be 
Taken at an Early Date—How It 
Will Work. 


-_----- o_o 


The prospects for taking the new city 
census in order to have Atlanta’s postoffice 
rank as a first-class one are very bright. 

City Attorney Anderson has written the 
postmaster general asking if a census 
taken under our existing laws will be ac- 
cepted by the postoffice authorities as 
official. On the answer received will de- 
pend very largely whether or not the 
census will be taken. It seems that there 
is no state law in Georgia providing for 
the taking of the census of the cities in 
general, but a provision in Atlanta’s char- 
ter gives her the power to do so. 

Whether or not the government will ac- 
cept a census taken under this law is the 
question, but it is believed that it will be 
all right. 

The city of Dayton, O., had a census 
taken that advanced them from a second- 
Class postoffice to a first-class, but in that 
case there was a state law providing for 
the taking of such a census. 

Dayton’s census was taken with little 
or no expense to the city, the policemen 
and mail carriers doing the work of get- 
ting the names for the census. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., also had a census 
taken that advanced them to a first-class 
postoffiice and Judge Anderson has written 
them for information, but has not received 
an answer yet. 

The city attorney will not make his re- 
port to the council until he receives an an- 
swer to his letter to the postmaster gen- 
eral. It is almost positive though that the 
new census will be taken and that as 
soon as it is known that the government 
will accept it.
